Plant 
in March, April, May or June. 
They grow somewhat similar to 
a sunflower plant and attain a 
height of five to six feet, and a 
spread of about two feet. Seed 
should be planted about 18 
inches apart and one-half inch 
deep after all danger of frosts 
are over.
